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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during April were valued at £2,177,412, which shows 
a decrease of £469,458, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the four months there was a decrease of £763,113, or 
nearly 7 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during April amounted to £1,239,169, as compared with 
£1,396,944 in 1908; the total for the four months was £6,312,027, a 
decrease of £70,946 over the corresponding figures for 1908. There 
were decreases in most of the principal articles ; agricultural implements, 
iron and steel, kerosene, and timber, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for April amounted to £1,036,389, and show 
a decrease of £662,226 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the four months there was an increase in the oversea 
exports of £12,569, as compared with last year. Minerals decreased by 
£645,000, and butter by £180,000; but wool £424,000, wheat 
£598,000, meats £157,000, and tallow £94,000, show substantial 
increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former 
during the four months increased by £480,569, but the latter decreased 
by £468,000. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for April show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,156,529, or £23,058 less than in April of last 
year. During the ten months ended 30th April the revenue was 
£11,308,326, being £531,664, or 4-5 per cent., less than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year. The principal increases in receipts 
during the ten months were—From Land Revenue, £1,950; Railways 
and Tramways, £209,829 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £3,017. The 
returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by £464,739; and 
taxation, £198,342. The expenditure during April was £1,207,179, 
a decrease of £35,280 as compared with April of last year. During 
the ten months the expenditure was £11,227,118, being £748,667, or 
7-1 per cent.,.more. than in 1907-8. Expenditure on Government 
Departments. increased by £187,813, Business Undertakings by 
£420,931, and Interest payments by £60,623. On the 30th April, 
1909, the balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
£728,227. 
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Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st March shows 
satisfactory results. Compared with the corresponding quarter of last 
year, the earnings show an increase of £37,986, and the expenditure an 
increase of £45,924, due largely to increased passenger traffic, also 
heavier repairs, and renewals of rolling-stock. Relatively, the earnings 
decreased by 5d. per train mile, and the expenditure by Id. per train 
mile. 


Banks of Issue.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 31st March 
show that the current accounts increased by £1,354,735 during the 
quarter. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, there 
has been a decrease of £253,575 in current accounts, while deposits as 
a whole increased by £1,235,848. Reserves of coin and bullion were 
£75,823 more. Advances decreased by £1,913,252 during the quarter, 
and during the year by £137,057. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during April was 21,360 oz. crude, equal 
to 19,083 oz. fine, valued at £81,058, The value of gold produced during 
the four months was £282,413, and showed a decrease of £45,942, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1908. 


Prices.—'The general index number for April was higher than in 
March, but was lower than for April in any of the previous three 
’ 
years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,108, for metals 
1,049, and for all articles 1,177. Prices generally were higher than in

the previous month, the principal increases being in wheat, leather

copper, and tin. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during April was, on the whole, very much below 
the average, some stations recording little or no rain, especially on the 
South Coast and Southern Tablelands. Portions of the northern divisions 
of the State, Riverina, and South-Western Slope, however, received falls 
above the average. 


Land Selections.—During April 208 new settlers applied for 166,161 acres; 
and 124,486 acres, representing 98 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 806, and the area applied for 591,148 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
534,295 acres, representing 502 blocks.
